Be- 
cauSe he has the courage of his con- 
victions he becomes the town hero.

In the evening the towns- 
folk gather to hear him play “Sweet 
Chariot,’ and “The Sweetest Story 
Ever Told.” He even surprises him- 
self when he talks before the mi- 
crophone that somebody has 
thoughtfully brought in and tells his 
audience why he refuses to pay his 
poll tax. Suddenly Meek Lower Tax 
clubs spring up all over the state. 
Becuse he believes so wholehearted- 
ly in what he is doing, Mr. Meek 
gains a following and becomes a 
national figure. 

Now Mr. Meek’s only daughter, 
Thelma, had found favor in the eyes 
of the son of the town banker, Mr. 
Butterworth, the big frog in the 
puddle. In fact, young Butterworth 
has gone so far as to ask Thelma 
to the rabbit supper at the Country 
Club, the social event of the win- 
ter, But Butterworth has no sym- 
pathy with Mr. Meek’s ideas—he 
calls Mr. Meek’s action a cheap pub- 
licity stunt. 

Suddenly Mr. Meek is inspired 
to take his problem to Washington. 
His followers accompany him. The 
long line of busses putting up at 
auto camps on the way carry en- 
thusiastic passengers who make a 
kind of lark of their pilgrimage. Af- 
ter he has overcome the conven- 
tional obstacles, Mr. Meek gets the 
ear of the President only to receive 
the inevitable answer, that taxes 
are the price that the individual 
pays for civilization and that Mr. 
Meek’s is a local problem which the 
federal government cannot solve for 
him. 

Although Mr. Meek returns to 
Joplin with no golden solution the 
citzens still have faith in him, and 
elect him mayor at the next elec- 
tion. Now he has a chance to see 
the other side of the tax question. 
There is a tax problem when the 
city employees strike for higher 
wages and when the poor are 
thrown off relief, because there is 
no money for them. It is then that

$1,000,000 a day to feed American ' 
defense forces when they reach their |

The largest food bill—$750,000 a 
day — will be necessary for the 1,- 
500,000 army men and officers in 
Service by June. The navy will pay 
around $225,000 daily to feed its 
projected “two-ocean” force of 494,- 
500 men and the marine corps will 
spend about $43,000 for food when it 
reaches its authorized strength of 
95,000 men. 

The average is a little less than 
50 cents a day for each man. The 
army figures it spends 50 cents a 
day for rations while the navy and 
marine corps spend 46 cents a day 
for each man.

“They’re de- 
licious,” was the comment heard by 
the pear fieldmen who sold pears 
at the booth as a means of demon- 
strating the fine flavor of the pears. | 

It was necessary for field men to 
explain to customers that the green 
color of the pear didn’t mean that 
the pear was not ripe that sometimes 
the pears remained green even 
when juicy and mellow inside. This 
has been found to be a stumbling 
block in many cities, and the peas 
bureau through fieldmen, advertising 
the publicity works to combat that 
misunderstanding. 

Over 75,000 pear bureau _ recipe 
leaflets were carried away by visit- 
ors at the pear booth, small samples 
of pears were given out to an es- 
timated 20,000, and over one hun- 
dred boxes of pears were sold in 
small bags.

TOKYO WAR-LIKE IN STAND 
|AS BRITISH DIPLOMATS 
CONFER IN TURKEY

The Japanese partner of the Ber- 
lin-Rome-Tokyo Axis gave the far 
eastern war alarm gong a hard yank 
today, possibly timed to offset the 
increasingly strong line being tak- 
en by Great Britain on the Balkan- 
Mediterranean front. 

Tokyo was going through all the 
motions of bringing military pres- 
sure to bear upon French Indo- Chi- 
na unless the French yield to what 
has the appearance of an ultimatum 
in the euphemistically described 
Japanese “mediation” of the Indo- 
Chinese-Thailand dispute. 

Meantime, Hitler and his foreign 
minister, Joachim Von Ribbentrop, 
ostentatiously received the new Ja- 
panese ambassador, Gen. Hiroshi 
Oshima, and held discussions pre- 
Sumably dealing with the role which 
Germany’s partner is expected 
play in carrying the war of nerves 
into the Far East.

Sir Stafford Cripps, British am- 
bassador to Moscow, was due at 
Ankara today where the British last | 
night announced agreement had 
been reached on points at issue.

Britain was taking a strong line 
with Bulgaria and London warned 
that severance of diplomatic  rela- 
tions was imminent. They made 
clear that Bulgaria’s involvement 
in the war probably would follow 
swiftly.

INTERIM BUDGET HEARINGS MAY 
SPEED LEGISLATIVE ACTION 


Committee Hopes Large Am 
Study May Be Completed 
Incrased Proposals Get “Fis

SACRAMENTO, (lP) — There is 
hardly an experience that can be- 
| fal a state official more grueling 
that being put on the witness stand 
Vhetore a legislative budget commit- 
tee. 


Searching questions, barbed wit- 
ticisms and rapid-fire cross-exam- 
ining tests the mettle of the wit- 
ness. This has been particularly ap- 
parent in the budget sessions held 
in the final week of the interim be- 
fore the legislature convenes March 
3rd. 

About 30 legislators sat in on the 
questioning as one department after 
another was called in. The depart- | 
ment head usually was accompanied 
by a corps of assistants and finance 
(experts to help him supply the ans- 
wers. The questions strayed away 
from the budget frequently, as per- 
sonalities flared up. 

The value of the hearings start- 
ing a week ahead of the reconven- 


ing appeared to lie in the mass of | 


small details that were cleared up 


in committee. In 1939, due to vari- | 


ous circumstances, the budget was 
fought out on the floor of the as- 
sembly, requiring about six weeks 
to finish. This year, the legislators 
hope to continue the major bicker- 
ing to the committee and quickly 
dispose of the budget in two or 
three weeks at the most. 

In fact, Senate president pro-tem 
William Rich was so pleased with 
the first few days progress on the | 
budget that he predicted the 1941) 
session could be one of the shortest | 
in recent years, provided the plans| 
go through for expediting of the 
budget. 
| As the budget hearings unfolded, 
| it became apparent that the relief 
Situation would be handled separ- 
ately again this year. The governor 
included a $37,858,000 item in the 
budget for the SRA during the 1941- 
43 biennium but the committee felt 
that there was no sure predict- 
ing what would happen that far 
ahead. 

So it was decided to remove re- 
lief from the budget, appropriate 
enough money for one year, then 
decide future action in 1942, pre- 
sumably at a special session. 

As a metter of fact, this pro- 
cedure is made to order for those 
in the legislature who hope to re- 
turn relief to the counties. By ap- 
propriating for only one year, it 
would be easy to shift financing to 
the counties by 1942. Or, if the 
present SRA is continued, the legis- 
lature would be in better position 
to decide a year hence, pending the 
outcome of world conditions and the 
state of unemployment.

Trying to trap 
Him however, they asked Him, 
“by what authority doest thou 
these things?” 

He answered them with another , 
question: “The baptism of John, 
was it from heaven, or of men’? 
They could not answer Him. If 
they said from heaven, the Lord , 
would say, “Why, then, believed 
ye him not?” If they said, of men, 
the people would stone them. be- 
cause they believed John was a 
prophet. So they answered that 
they could not tell whence it was, 
“Neither tell I you by what aue 
thority I do these things,” Jesus 
quietly answered.
